MELBOURNE, March 18.—(AP) 
—Australia confidently and will- 

ingly accepted today an Ameri- 
can command of all her defences 

-land, sea and sir—under the 
leadership of Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur. 

The Australian army will retain

Sir Tener Pownall 
Assumes Command 
Of Ceylon’s Army 


COLOMBO, Ceylon, March 18.— 
(CP)—Lt.-Gen, Sir Henry Pownall 
has assumed command of the army 
on this strategic island off India’s 
southeast coast, it is announced. 

Vice-Admiral Sir Geoffrey Lay- 
ton, who has assumed command of 
land, air and sea forces here, told 
a press conference “we are faced 
with the very obvious danger of at- 
tack from an extremely efficient 
enemy,” but that there was “No 
need of fear or panic”. 


OTTAWA, March 18. — 
(CP) — After the war the 
Alaska highway in Canada

CANADIAN GETS 
MILITARY MEDAL 
FOR HIS EXPLOIT 


SOMEWHERE IN ENGLAND, 
March 18—(CP Cable)—For a 
secret exploit that required per- 
sistent courage Sapper Fraser 
Hutchinson of Dartmouth, N‘S., 
has been awarded the military. 
medal, it was announced today in 
Canadian army routine orders. 
He is the first Canadian to win 
the military medal since the start 
of the war. 

The exploit occurred several 
months ago and. Hutchinson is 
now back with his original field 
company of the Royal Canadian 
Engineers wearing the red, white 
and blue ribbon on his battle- 
dress. 

The story of the sapper's daring 
reads like a fiction thriller but no 
details can be made public at 
present for military reasons. 


British Left 


Wing In Burma 
Is i Back 


NEW DELHI, March 18—(CP) 
—The British left wing in Burms 
has drawn back about 30 miles, it 
was disclosed today in a com- 
munique which announced “our 
forward troops are in action with 
a strong enemy force south of 
Kanyutkwin.” 

Kanyutkwin is about 30 miles 
north of Nyaunglebin, the previous- 
ly announced position, and about 40 
miles south of Toungoo. Toungoo is 
about 220 miles south of Mandalay. 
on the main Rangoon-Mandalay 
railway, and appears to be the ob- 
jective of the Japanese advance> 

(A military commentator in Lon- 
don said Japanese troops in Burma 
had received “strong reinforce- 
ments” in planes and personnel 
which the Japanese are now able to 
spare from Java. A Japanese claim 


fo “complete air superiority” in 
Burma was termed exaggerated, 
however).

AF ee 
3,000 Japs Will 
Be Transferred 
From B.C. East 


VANCOUVER, March 18.—(CP) 
~—Labor Minister Mitchell said to- 
day arrangements had heen com- 
pleted for the transfer of 3,000 male 
Japanese Nationals from the Brit- 
ish Columbia coastal defence zone 
to northern Ontario for work in the 
forests.

MacARTHUR'S TASK NOT EASY

MOSCOW, March 18. — 
(BUP) — Ruasian forces 
smashing forward on the 
wide Kalinin front northwest 
of Moscow were reported to- 
day to have hurled back 
strong German counter - at- 
tacks and captured a vital 
resistance centre controlling 
five highways. 

Dispatches did not name the 
captured position, but indicated 
it was in the general area of 
Rehey, 125 miles northwest of the 
capital, which the Soviets by- 
passed in their westward surge. 
More than 1,000 German troops 
were reported killed in the 
action. 

The entire German defensive sys- 
tem in the area was imperilled by 
the latest Russian successes, the dis- 
patches said. The system was said 
to be based upon nine inhabited 
points defended by two infantry 
regiments, one regiment of heavy 
artillery and “many” units of anti- 
tank guns, mine-throwers and 
flame-throwers. 


The main road between Vyasma 
and Smolensk was under constant 
Soviet artillery fire, while tank 
and infantry units pushed closer 
to it. Russian parachutiste, drop- 
ped fn the German rear, have 
destroyed fortifications and eccu- 
pied strong points, 

The Communist party organ, 
Pravda, said a big battle was de- 
veloping south of Kharkov, and it 
appeared to be part of operations 
by which Marshal Timoshenko 
aimed to invest Kharkov, Russia's 
fourth city, and one of its greatest 
industrial centres.

Beaverbrook 
Going To US. 
In New Post 


LONDON, March 18—(CP)— 
Lord Beaverbrook, former min- 
ister of war production, will go 
te the United States, it was an- 
nounced today. 

A spokesman, dispelling recent 
doubts as to whether Lord Beaver- 
brook would continue official work 
after being dropped from the war 
cabinet, said the publisher would 
carry on efforts in connection with 
the pooling of United Nations re- 
sources. 

In addition to his work on pool- 
ing resources, it was explained Lord 
Beaverbrook would perform “such 
other duties as may be entrusted 
to him from time to time by the 
war cabinet.”

That the federal government es- 
tablish a guaranteed price level 
for farm products, bearing the 
same ratio to 1926 prices as pres- 
ent prices of manufactured goods 
bear to the price levels of that 
year, will be movéd in the legis- 
lature Thursday by Hon. D. B. 
MacMillan, minister of agricul- 
ture, 

The resolution states that farm 
prices at present are some 45 per 
cent below thé levels of 1926 while 
manufactured goods which farmers 
require are at a price some 45 per 
cent above the 1926 level. The ef- 
ficiency of the war effort, it is con- 
tended, depends on agriculture be- 
ing in a flourishing state.

Vessels Smashed By 
U.S.-Australian Force 


By LYLE C. WILSON 
WASHINGTON, March 18. — (BUP) — The navy an- 
nounced today that combined operations of American and 
Australian land-based air forces had sunk or damaged 23 
Japanese ships, including 12 warships, near Salamaua and 
Lae in New Guinea. 


A navy communique listed six Japanese warships and 
five other ships as “sunk and probably sunk”. 


Two Japanese destroyers were “possibly sunk”. 
Four warships and six other ships were damaged. 


In addition many small boats, probably motor boats, 
were sunk and three seaplanes shot down. 


Only one of the American and Australian force planes 
was lost. The attack centred on both ships and land instal- 
lations, including aircraft runways and anti-aircraft bat- 
teries. 


U.S. Submarine Presumed Lost 


In the same communique the navy disclosed that the U. 
S. submarine Shark was overdue in the Far East and pre- 
sumed lost, that damage to the U. S. submarine Sea Lion at 
Cavite was so bad that she was destroyed to prevent her cap- 
ture, and that the damaged U. S. destroyer Stewart was de- 
molished in dry dock at Surabaya to prevent her capture. 


Text of the communique: 


“War East—Combined operations of American and Aus- 
tralian-island-based forces were conducted recently against 
Japanese ships and land installations in and near Salamaua 
and Lae in New Guinea. 

“There operations are believed to have resulted in the 
sinking of two enemy heavy cruisers; heavy damage to and 
the probable sinking of one light cruiser, damage to a 
fourth cruiser; the probable sinking of one destroyer; the 
possible sinking of two destroyers and damage to one 
large destroyer. 


“Five transports or cargo ships were either sunk or 
gutted by fire and run aground. One heavy bomb hit was 
secured on each of two transports, one troop ship was dam- 
aged and left burning and three other transports were dam- 
aged. 


Aircraft Tender Heavily Damaged 


“One aircraft tender was heavily damaged and two gun- 
boats were damaged, one of which was left burning and is 
believed to have sunk. One mine sweeper was left in flames 
and probably sank. 


“Three seaplanes were shot down and many small boats 
were demolished. Considerable damage was done to enemy 
shore installations, aircraft runways and anti-aircraft bat- 
teries. 


“The heavy losses inflicted on the enemy by the com- 
bined American and Australian forces were accomplished 
with the loss of but one plane. 


“The U.S. submarine Shark has been overdue in the Far 
East for more than a month and must be presumed to be lost. 
The next of kin of the personnel of the Shark have been noti- 
fied. 


“During the month of December, the U.S. submarine Sea 
Lion which was under extensive overhaul at Cavite, was so 
damaged as to necessitate her demolition to prevent her use 
by the enemy in the event of capture. 


Ship Demolished In Drydock 


“Early this month the damaged U.S, destroyer Stewart 
was demolished in the drydock at Surabaya to prevent her 
falling into the hands of the enemy. 


“Previous efforts to put her in serviceable condition had 
failed. 


“There were no personhel casualties in the cases of the 
Sea Lion and the Stewart. 


“There is nothing to report from other areas.”

India Great 
Potential For 


Arms Supply

NEW YORK, March 18.—(BUP) 

—If Sir Stafford Cripps is suc- 

cessful in his Indian mission, he 

will open to the United Nations 

a vast industrial potential which 

may make India the Asiatic ar- 

senal of democracy, Krishnalal 

Shridharani, youthful but influ- 

ential Indian nationalist, asserted 

today, 

“Industrially, India is far ahead 
of what is generally believed,” he 
said. “It is among the eight great 
industrial nations of the world. In- 
dia now produces light tanks, air- 
planes, and heavy artillery. Indian 
shipyards are constructing even bat- 
tleships. 

“That ts as nothing to what In- 
dia could do if its millions of peo- 
ple go all out in this war.” 


NOT YET TOO LATE 

Shridharani, whose recent book, 
“My India, My America”, has won 
much critical praise, recalled that 

“experts have‘said that India’s war 
material potential can far surpass 
that of both China and Japan to- 
gether.” 

“India,” he asserted, "can be turn- 
ed into not only a clearing house for 
the whole of Asia for war materials 
received from abroad—it can be- 
come a huge Asiatic arsenal for 
democracy in the east. 

“Of course, that will take time. 
But it is not yet too late. It might 
be too late tomorrow.” 
Shridharani, who knew Cripps be- 
fore the British envoy became am 
bassador to Russia and more re- 
cently Lord Privy Seal, said he be- 
lieved that Sir Stafford, “on his own 
record, personality and relationship 
with various Indian leaders, is the 

only saving grace in what other- 
wise looks like a very g'oomy situ- 
ation.” 

WANT CHANGE NOW 

“The India nation Congress Party, 
whose spiritual head is still Gandhi 
and whose active head is Nehru— 
the official head is Azad—still in- 
sists on complete independence 
now,” he pointed out. “The Church- 
il] announcement does not even yu 
so far as to offer Dominion status 
for the duration of the war 

“What has been offered is a 
Post-war Dominion status—far too 
short of Indian expectations, Even 
the moderates, who are insignifi- 
cant save for the fact that they 
are quite vociferous, demand Do- 
minion status right now and not | 
after the war. | 


“Just relying on my own instinct 
and conjecture, it seems to me tha! 
Sir Stafford. knowing him as I do, 
would not have volunteered to go to 
India and iron out the differences 
had he not been empowered by the 
British war cabinet to carry along 
with him something more sub- 
stantial and radical than what has 
been admitted publicly so far.”

He can expect reinforcements, 
whereas it was virtually impossibie 
to get them ‘to the Philippines. 

He can develop numerous air 
bases—the important ones beyond 
the reach of fighter-protected 
Japanese bombers — whereas in 
the Philippines his air bases were 
few, vulnerable and compactly 
situated. 


He is not apt to be hampered by 
any Japanese fifth column or es- 
pionage activity, 

THE DISADVANTAGES 

He has to defend a vast, sparsely- 
settled country with a long coasl- 
line, 

He has an enormous problem of 
supply because of the great dis- 
tances and meagre transportation 
facilities in much of the country. 
Moreover, he must use some of his 
forces to protect the long route 
running northwatd through the 
continent to the Darwin area from 
the Brisbane-Sydney-Melbourne in- 
dustrial] region in the southeast cur- 
ner. 

His life-line to the Uniled States 
is likewise extremely long and the 
Japanese can be expected to exert 
every effort to harass it. 

He facés an enemy that still holds 
the initiative and heavy numerical 
superiority. 

MAY GET BEACH-HEADS 

It is considered doubtful Mac- 
Arthur—even if he tried—could pie- 
vent establishment of enemy beach- 
heads along Australia’s long, ex- 
posed coastline. A static cordon de- 
fence would require an astrono- 
mical number of men. 

Rather, it is believed he will 
meet such threats by counter-punch- 
ing with fast, hard-hitting mobile 
ground forces, backed up by aerial 
blows of fighter and bomber com- 
mands held in reserve at salient 
bases for just such an emergency.

Two German boats 
were listed as damaged in addition 
to the five destroyed and the ad- 
miralty credited the Royal Air 
Force with doing heavy damage to 
three more. 

As detailed by the admiralty, 
there were at least six separate 
fights, starting the morning of 
March 14, when two German “E- 
boats” were destroyed. 


ATTACK CONVOY 

That night the speedy German 
boats attacked a British convoy. 
The convoy escaped, but the 1918- 
model destroyer Vortigern was tor- 
pedoed and sunk while the destroy- 
ers Holderness and Wallace sank 
one E-boat and damaged another. 

Secking to join this fight, the 
British escort sloop Guillemot sank 
one E-boat and vainly chased a sec- 
ond. 

On Sunday three British motor 
torpedo boats intercepted an E- 
boat off Ijmuiden, German base on 
the coast of Holland, and left it 
sinking. 

CANADIAN STRIKES 

Later four more E-boats  sp- 
proached from the eastward and, 
the Admiralty said, “one of our 
motor gunboats commanded by 
Sub-Lieut. P. A. R, Thompson, 
R.C.N.V.R., fought a running fight 
with three of these E-boats until 
all her ammunition was exhausted. 
Then she withdrew. During this en- 
gagement one E-boat was severely 
damaged. All our motor gunboats 
returned safely.” 

Later R.A.F. planes came upon 
four E-boats, one of which already 
had been damaged. They left one 
afire and three badly damaged, and 
later reconnaissance showed only 
wreckage and bodies in the sea.

Greatest Need 


OTTAWA, March 18—(CP)-- 
Self-discipline is democracy's great- 
est need, Finance Minister IlIsley 
said Tuesday night in a radio ad- 
dress, 

“Discipline in a democracy has 
to be self-discipline,” Mr. Isley 
eaid. “We govern ourselves, and 
the one serious doubt that has nag- 
ged at my mind through the last 
year or two is a doubt as to whether 
we in Canada and the United States, 
and for that matter in Great Britain, 
have the capacity for the degree of 
self-discipline necessary for the ef- 
ficiency to win.”

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Lumbermen Seek 
Continuation For 
National Housing 


OTTAWA, March 18—(CP)—The 
Canadian Lumbermen’s Association, 
with some 15 similar organizations 
across Canada, is preparing a peti- 
tion asking the government to con- 
tinue the National Housing Act, W 
J. LeClair, secretary of the associa: 
tion, said today. Representatives of 
the Canadian Federation of Mayors 
will. interview Finance Ministe: 
llsley Friday to ask that the act be 
eontinued, The lumbermen's 
petition will be presented at a later 
date, Mr. LeClair ssid. 


The new act, introduced by 
Hon, Lucien Maynard, K.C., min- 
ister of municipal affairs, pro- 
vides that legal actions shall be 
stayed for a period of 60 days 
after the province's application 
for leave to appeal has been de- 
termined, 

The application for leave to ap- 
peal against a decision by the Su- 
preme Court of Canada that the 
debt act is ulira vires has been 
made by the province and is ex- 
pected to be heard shortly. The 
ruling against the act was given 
last December. 


STAY AFTER JUDGMENT 

The Legal Proceedings Suspen- 
sion Act also provides that, if the 
application to the privy council is 
sustained, all legal actions shall be 
stayed for 60 days after the judg- 
ment of the privy council on the 
validity of the Debt Adjustment 
Act is handed down. 

The bill is similar in purpose to 
other legislation brought in at this 
session designed to delay fore- 
closure actions until the privy 
council rules on the debt act. 

The new bill provides that the 
period during which actions are 
stayed shall not be jncluded in the 
time within which actions must be 
commenced under the Limitation of 
Actions Act. 

The act will come into force on 
proclamation by the lieutenant- 
governor-in-council and repeals the 
Legal Proceedings Suspension Act, 
which was attacked in the courts 
last year. It was not ruled on, 
however, when the Debt Adjust- 
ment Act was referred directly to 
the Supreme Court of Canada. 

The Jatter act was introduced at 
the 1941 session of the legislature 
and its purpose was to suspend debt 
actions for 60 days to give time for 
a court reference on the debt act. 

Text of the new Legal Proceed- 
ings Suspension Act is as follows: 
“An Act to provide for the Suspension 

of certain Proceedings pending the 

Determination of the Validity of 

The Debt Adjustment Act, 1937. 

“Whereas, by a judgment of the 
Honourable Mr. Justice O'Connor, 
dated March 1, 1941, in the case of 
the North American Life Assurance 
Company, plaintiff, and Minnie 

elen McLean, defendant, The Debdt 

djustment Act, 1937, being chapter 
9 of the Statutes of Alberta, 1937, 
was held to be ultra vires of the 
legislature of Alberta; 

And whereas the Governor Gen- 
eral in Council, pursuant to the 
authority of section 55 of The Su- 
preme Court Act of the Dominion of 
Canada, caused a reference to be 
made to the Supreme Court of Can- 
ada to determine the validity of the 
said The Debt Adjustment Act; 

And whereas by a judgment dat- 
ed December 2, 1941, the Supreme 
Court of Canada, Mr. Justice 
Crocket dissenting, held the said 
The Debt Adjustment Act, 1937, to 
be ultra vires the legislature of the 
Province of Alberta; 

And whereas steps have been 
taken to petition the Judicial Com- 
mittee of the Privy Council for 
special leave to appeal from the 
decision of the Supreme Court of 
Canada, and the record of the pro- 
ceedings in the Supreme Court has 
been despatched to London, Eng- 
land; 

And whereas it is deemed neces- 
sary and expedient that the rights 
of debtors in this Province be pre- 
served and that they should: not 
lose their lands or be otherwise 
prejudiced pending the fina) deter- 
mination of the validity of The Debt 
Adjustment Act; 

And whereas it is deemed neces- 
sary and desirable to avoid con- 
fusion ag to the rights of debtors 
and creditors in the event of the 
appeal to the Judicial Committee 
of the Privy Council being allowed 
in whole or in part; 

Now therefore His Majesty, by 
and with the advice and consent of 
the Legislative Assembly of the 
Province of Alberta, enacts as fol- 
lows: ; 

1—This Act may be cited as ‘The 
Legal Proceedings Suspension Act, 
1942.” 

2 —All proceedings in every civil 
action or matter which are, at the 
time of the coming into force of 
this Act pending, or which may 
hereafter be commenced in any 
Court of the Province, in which 
action or matter there has been 
raised or put in issue by any party 
to such action or proceeding, the 
validity or applicability of The 
Debt Adjustment Act, 1937, being

The bill to prohibit the sale of

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Gallant Sloop 
Sinks With All 
Guns Blazing 


SYDNEY, March 18.— (CP) — 
The mystery of the missing sloop 
Yarra was disclosed today. The 
little Australian warship went 
down with all her guns firing in 
the gallant but hopeless defence 
of a convoy against three heavy 
Japanese cruisers and two des- 
troyers off Java. 

Every ship of the convoy then 
was picked off by the murderous 
Japanese broadsides. 

The story of the Yarra’s last fight 
was related by Sub-Lieut. F. R. 
Marsha] of the Royal Navy Volun- 
teer Reserve, who has reached an 
Australian port. His minesweeper 
was destroyed along with the 
Yarra, 


BEAT OFF SUBS 

He said six vessels escorted by 
the Yarra left Batavia for Tjilatjap 
on the south coast of Java Feb. 27.A 
submarine attack on Feb. 28 was 
beaten off with depth charges. 

A second minesweeper and an 
Indian sloop joined the convoy in 
time to fight off another submarine 
attack March 3. 

Then at dawn on March 4 the 
Japanese cruisers and destroyers 
wer sighted. The convoy scattered, 
the Yarra staying behind to lay a 
smokescreen and try to delay the 
attack. 


HOPELESS ODDS 

But the situation was hopeless. 
The convoy had a maximum speed 
of 14 knots; the enemy could man- 
oeuvre at more than 30 knots; 
against the eight inch guns of the 
cruisers and five-inch guns of the 
destroyers, the convoy could muster 
one anti-submarine gun, some 
machine guns and the Yarra's 
three-pounders. 

At point-blank range the Jap- 
anese concentrated on one after 
another until every one was sunk. 

Lieut. Marshall and 13 of his 15 
men drifted on two floats for three 
days until a Netherlands ship res: 
cued them. 

Survivors of the British destroy- 
ers Jupiter and Electra, sunk in 
other sea fighting off Java, also 
have reached Australia. They or- 
ganized a crew for an ancient coal- 
burning vessel at Tijilatjap, and 
with the refugee passengers acting 
ag stokers sailed her to safety.

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MacArthur In Australia 


News that General MacArthur is to 
command in Australia will stabilize confi- 
dence in the threatened Dominion and 
throughout the United Nations. The de- 
fence of the Bataan peinsula, which he di- 
rected and inspired, has been the one suc- 
cessful attempt to stem the Japanese 
sweep through the South Pacific. His 
name is one to give assurance to the de- 
fenders of the island continent and misgiv- 
ings to the prospective invaders. The 
troops who have been gathered there from 
four nations and from a dozen island bat- 
tlefields will feel certain that under Mac- 
Arthur they will be well led. The events 
at Bataan have destroyed the common il- 
lusion that a defensive battle must be a 
losing battle. The enemy may capture 
Australia, but they will know they have 
been in a fight. 

The transfer of General MacArthur 

lainly implies that a defending army has 
nm and is being built up in Australia 
large enough to have a chance to make a 
successful stand, and that it is being and 
is to be supplied with weapons 
and munitions of all kinds in keep- 
ing with the needs. It is to be hoped that 
it also implies a successor in the’ Philip- 
pines who will be able to keep that invalu- 
able outpost secure. For while Bataan 
stands the Japanese supply lines are under 
threat and a huge investing army will be 
held there which would otherwise be em- 
ployed against Australia or Burma. 


Emergent But Permanent 


The plans apparently call for the con- 
struction of the Alaska highway as an 
emergency road, at the outset. Time being 
all-important, this was to be expected. The 
first consideration is to get a serviceable 
road opened as quickly as practicable, 
along which men and supplies can be 
moved should the “inside passage” be 
closed or seriously menaced. This in itself 
is a tremendous undertaking, for the route 
lies through mountainous, heavily-wooded 
country, with myriad streams to be 
bridged, and muskegs to be negotiated as 
circumstances permit and ingenuity can 
suggest. If any sort of useable roadway 
can be put through during the summer 
great credit will be due to those who have 
the work in hand. 

This highway which is being opened 
under the drive of war needs was pro- 
jected in time of peace and for far other 
purposes, But when the war ends the high- 
way will remain. It may still at that time 
be little more than an emergency road, but 
improvement only will be required to make 
it the tourist highway that was at first 
proposed—improvement and the filling in 
of connecting links to join the existing 
highway systems of Alberta and British 
Columbia. 

That these betterments will be made 
and the connecting links built in due 
course can be asumed with confidence. 
The money that is being spent in driving a 
track through the wilderness will not be 
lost, nor an unprofitable investment when 
happier days return. Many hundreds of 
miles of hitherto inaccessible territory 
-will thus be opened to the motor tourist 
when gasoline restrictions have been re- 
moved and tires are again obtainable. 


We Must Go Get It 


Hereafter the delivery wagon may 
come to the door only once per day. To 
Save gasoline, rubber—and perhaps also 
manpower—retail stores are forbidden to 
make more than one delivery a day to any 
customer, or in any section of the city or 
area within which they do business. There 
are exceptions of course, but these lie 
outside the ordinary range of household 
and family requirements, In making up 
the order for groceries or other supplies 
it will be “just too bad” if anything is 
forgotten by the housewife, for that will 
involve going after the missing article or 
doing without it until the morrow. 

So the prohibitions of war continue to 
tighten about all our lives, and upset the 
routine to which we have become accus- 
tomed. Where the restrictions will strike 
next there is no telling, and what incon- 
veniences and abstentions Herr Hitler and 
his pals,may yet impose upon us no one 
may know. 

But one thing this new order should 
do for us. It should help to make every 
Canadian aware how fortunate he is and 
has been to be living in this remote part 
of the world, While scores of millions of 
people in Europe have to get along with 
whatever they can get to eat, and go 
through all sorts of officially prescribed 
formalities to get anything, it has not yet 
been necessary in Canada to ordain any- 
thing more serious than that we must 
trudge to the store and carry home the 
pound of tea or loaf of bread we forgot to 
include in the daily delivery order. 


The Eternal Topic 


The barring of heavy traffic from all 
the highways in the province is official no- 
tice that spring is here, or about here, 
and the breakup earlier than is common. 
The winter has been a mild one and the 
ground cannot have been frozen to the 
usual hardness, which may account for the 


fact that the roads would weaken under 
heavily loaded vehicles. ° 

And speaking of weather, and looking 
ahead a bit, it is to be hoped the ground 
may be covered by a good heavy snowfall 
before spring opens and the sun and wind 
dry up what moisture there is. Else the 
land will be dry at seeding time—and the 
forests dry when the period arrives for 
forest fires. The province suffered heav- 
ily last year in both these respects, be- 
cause of lack of spring moisture. 

April weather in February and March 
is pleasant, but there is a menace behind 
the unseasonable climatic condition, the 
menace of devastating conflagrations in 
the standing timber areas, and of delayed 
germination when the seeds are put into 
the moistureless soil. So, if March— 
which came in like the proverbial lamb— 

‘oes out like the proverbial lion there will 
no cause for complaint provided the 
blustery weather brings the snow which 
did not fall when according to the rules 
it was to be expected.

How Russia Got Ready 
FINANCIAL POST 


The most revealing book on Russia yet pub- 
lished is Joseph E. Davies’ “Mission to Moscow.” 
It is a cornucopia of hitherto unpublished “in- 
side” history, It shows how vigorously Russia, 
spurred by the Nazi menace on one frontier and 
the Japanese menace on the’ other, hag been 
preparing for war since 1936, 

Mr. Davies’ revelations regarding the vast 
extent of Russia’s “heavy” industries and their 
all-out concentration on war weapons make it 
clear why Russia has been able to throw back 
the “irresistible’ armored onslaught of Hitler’s 
steel legions. When Russia felt its danger it 
made defence the chief aim of government and 
war the chief immediate purpose of its whole 
industrial system. 

When Hitler struck, Russia had tanks, guns, 
planes such as the democratic, capitalist states 
did not have, Does this imply, then, that there 
is greater efficiency in Communism then in an 
economy of free enterprise? Does it mean that 
“there’s something wrong” with our system of 
production, “something” that isn’t wrong in 
Russia? 

There are plenty of people who are, with 
some anxiety, asking themselves such questions 
today. 

Mr. Davies provides the clear-cut answers. 
In page after page this friendly recorder of 
Russia’s achievements makes it clear that when 
Russia went all out on production it abandoned 
Communist theories in industry. The profit mo- 
tive and self-interest were made the mainspring 
of Russia's astonishingly successful effort, 

Stalin wanted weapons and wanted them 
fast. So he reorganized his factories and his 
methods. He stimulated production by premiums 
and extra wages to the more competent workers, 
managers and engineers, Good workers were 
paid more than poor workers; industrial execue 
tives were given salaries many times the avere 
age rate of wages paid in their plants. Every- 
where the personal reward plan was employed, 
with astonishing results, 

Each individual plant was required to make 
profit by cutting costs and the profits were 
shared with management, In order to make the 
machine work, the whole system was studded 
with rewards and incentives, 

But even with such incentives to the most 
efficient possible effort, the State factories never 
reached the efficiency that is every day prac- 
tic in the privately-owned plants of North 
America. Mr, Davies estimates that, in effi- 
ciency, the workers and plants did not approach 
40% of what is normal on this continent, Yet 
Russia's tremendous wealth in resources and 


labor enabled astounding results to be achieved.

Nevertheless, it will be recol- 
lected that the destruction of the 
German republic and the rise to 
power of the Nazis began in just 
such a wave of hysteria and in 
just such a fuss kicked up by a

One would not, of course, carry

until 1872,” when, “Primary edu- 
cation and the liberal penal code 
were introduced,” and “Java has 
since been governed along lines 
that have . . . commanded. . . 
admiration. . . . The effect of 
education, the example of Japan. 
the Chinese revolution, the In- 
dian Swaraj movement. . . have 
hed their reactions ard repercus- 
sions on the Javanese.” 

In other words, the home-rule 
movement in Java, as in India, is 
not the result of early suppres- 
sion but of later education in- 
troduced by the Colonial Admin-

Huns Anticipate Defeat

In the American Magazine 

I saw the first crack in Ger- 
many’s morale when the blitz 
victory over Russia, which Hitler 
had promised, failed to mater- 
ialize, As relations between 
Washington and Berlin grew 
more tense, I saw the widespread 
uncertainty of victory turn into 
a conviction of defeat, 

On the eve of Pearl Harbor, 
Germany had been so under- 
mined with hopelessness that 
even Nazi officials talked openly 
of their fears of ultimate disaster. 
I don’t mean that the Nazi regime 
is about to crack up, Far from 
it, I've seen its fighting machine 
and it is still magnificent despite 
losses on the eastern front. In 
fact, recent setbacks have given 
Germany a will to fight with a 
new ferocity, 

The little fellow under Hitler 
is afraid of what will happen to 
him after he stops fighting. I 
talked with Germans who bélieve 
that a horde of avengers—down- 
trodden Russians, Poles, Czechs, 
Serbs, Norwegians, Belgians, 
Danes, Dutch and French—will 
swarm over Germany once mili- 
tary operations have ceased. 
Nazi officer told me that if Ger- 
many ig defeated 30,000,000 Ger- 
mans will die—and not on the 
battlefield. 

The Nazis wld the world they 


started this war as a crusade. But 
the average German told me he 
was continuing it out of fear— 
fear of postwar reprisals, 

The average German faces the 
war like this; ; 

“We've knocked over nine 
countries in Europe and what 
has it got us? Our food isn’t 
better and our clothes are 
worse. Something has gone 
wrong in Russia and now we've 
got the United States against 
us too. We'll be licked in the 
end, but can't quit.” 

After two and a half years of 
war Germahy is rife with anti- 
war and anti-Nazi sentiment, but 
just as the Nazis committed an 
unpardonable military sin in un- 
derestimating Russian strength, 
the Allies must not commit the 
same sin in underestimating Ger- 
man strength. 

There is no immediate chance 
of internal collapse in Germany. 
The average German places no 
faith in the protestations of the 
democratic world that a fair 
neace will be established after 


the Nazi overlords are over- 
thrown, He knows that before 
vietory is in their grasp the 


United Nations must suffer tre- 


A/mendous losses and endure un- 


told hardships, and go his fear of 
post-war revenge, I am con- 
vinced, will keen him fighting 
desperately, if futilely, to the 
bitter end, 


French get anything, came bust- 
ing in and took it away from the 
Frenchmen.” 

The “Daily News” omits to 
mention that Britain was at war 
with Napoleon who had captured 
the islands from the Dutch and 
whom the British ousted for the 
same reason that we would like 
to oust the Japanese at this mo- 
ment, and that British instituted 
the first basic reforms under 
Stamford Raffles. 


Subject People 
Finally, the “Daily News” asks, 
“Will Java remain in the hands 
of its new masters after we beat 
the Japs or will it be given back 


to the Dutch, or what?” The 
“Daily News” does not suggest 
independence; on the contrary, it 
guesses that it doesn’t matter to 
the Javanese natives anyhow. In 
fact, the last word of the edi- 
torial is “it Jooks as if the natives 
of Java are doomed to be a sub- 
ject people.” 

So, a nice little bit of American 
imperialism is implicitly suggest- 
ed. Why, since the Dutch have 
been such rascals, don’t we take 
the island after we have beaten 
the Japs? That's the conclusion 
which is insinuated into the read- 
er’s mind, 

Meanwhile, in Holland proper, 
the Nazi Quislings, backed up by 
the German government, are 
laying claim to the Dutch East 
Indies, in the name of a collabor- 
ationist Holland. So the “Daily 
News” furnishes them with am- 
munition; Germany will save

MELBOURNE, March 18.— 
(APP)—A man from the sunken 
British destroyer Electra which 
went down in the battle of Java 
sea described tonight on his ar- 
rival at an Australian port how a 
United States submarine rescued 
54 survivors of the vessel from 
rafis and floats, 

“The battle had drifted from us 
when the Electra sank and we were 
on floats and rafts on the full 
moon,” said one survivor from a 
float on which 41 men drifted. 

“About 3:15 a.m. Feb. 28 we sight. 
ed an American submarine on the 
surface. It stopped and picked us 
up. And let me pay tribute to the 
courage and seamanship of the 
Lieutenant-Commander of this sub- 
marine and his crew who swam 
with lines to bring our float along- 
side, Five of the 41 on the float 
were badly injured. 

“The submarine cruised around 
and found a broken raft with 11 
men aboard, To its normal crew of 
34 it added al.ogether 54 and then 
carried on the search for more sur- 
vivors until dawn made it impera- 
tive to dive. 

“The submarine went on with its 
job of day offensive patrol. Con- 
ditions became severe for all as 
none of our ratings had ever been 
in a submarine. Finally on March 
4 were were transferred to a mine- 
sweeper and reached Java at 11:20

Canadian Wheat 
Stores Stand At 
471,618,195 Bushels 


OTTAWA, March 18. — (CP) — 
Overseas exports of Canadian wheat 
totalled 3,195,781 bushels in the 
week ended March 13 compared 
with 4,231,980 in the corresponding 
week last year, the Dominion bu- 
reau of statistics reported Tuesday. 

Accumulated total for the 32 
weeks from Aug. 1, 1941, to March 
13 was 90,293,391 bushels compared 
with 73,672,646 for the same period 
of 1940-41,

Not In Battle 
Says General 


RIOM, Unoccupied France, 
March 18. — (AP) — Twe of 
France's highest generals told the 
Riom court Tuesday that the 
country’s heart was not in the war 
with Germany and, even if it had 
been, French equipment was no 
match for the Nasi military 
machine. 

They were the first of several 
hundred witnesses expected to be 
called to testify on their versions 
of why France was defeated. 

Gen. Antoine Besson, former 
commander of the 3rd (Central) 
army group whose troops bore the 
brunt of the German break-through 
in the Aisne river sector, said; 


YOUTH AGAINST ARMS 

“Youth had turned against us. 
There was little good material for 
officers’ academies. There were 
pacifist and anti-militarist cam- 
paigns. The press was not all friend- 
ly, “Then there was the general 
attitude that the army was a costly 
instrument for which there was no 
further use.” 

Besson, who appeared shaken and 
answered questions from both the 
court and two defendants, former 
Premier Edouard Daladier and for- 
mer air minister, Guy La Chambre, 
spoke in an indistinct, rambling 
manner. 

He admitted he could remember 
only a few facts and figures of the 
terrific onslaught which the Ger- 
mans staged to force his armies 
back from their fortified front line 
positions. 

FRIGHTFUL SUPERIORITY 

His general opinion of French 
military strength, he said, was that 
“our inferiority in equipment was 
frightful.” 

Gen. Georges Maurice Blanch- 
ard, who assumed command of the 
First Army group in an attempt 
to cover French and British forces 
who were falling back to Dun- 
kerque, said the French army was 
not prepared to fight a rea] war. 

“Army training in theory was 
good," he testified. “Practical 
training was insufficient.” 

Blanchard told how ih his sector 
“tank units fulfilled their tasks with 
much courage and a great deal of 
nerve.” But, he added, “they found 
themselves submerged by the over- 
whelming number of the enemy.” 

Daladier rose at the end of Blan- 
chard’s testimony to praise Blaa- 
chard for the conduct of fighting in 
his important sector.

Argentina Tries 
To Get Supplies 
Into Hong Kong 


BUENOS AIRES, March 18— 
(AP)—Foreign minister Enrique 
Ruls Guinasu announced Tuesday 
night that Argentina has request- 
ed Japan to modify its opposition 
to the shipment of a special Red 
Cross cargo of food and clothing 
for British prisoners at Singapore 
and Hong Kong. 

The Argentine foreign office, re- 
presenting British and Canadian in- 
terests in Japan, had made inquiries 
concerning the treatment of prison- 
ers following British charges of 
atrocities at Hong Kong. The Jap- 
anese said British prisoners of war 
were given the same food and 
clothing provided Japanese troops. 

On the question of a Red Cross 
ship, Ruiz Guinazu said that Japan, 
while not giving a definite answer, 
indicated the request would be re- 
fused. He added that Argentina 
would press the matter—‘in view 
of the humanitarian purposes of 
the negotiations.”

“It is sheer folly to accuse the 
public of failing to grasp the dan- 
gers of this hour. It is ready to join 
in remedial action. 

“It is hungry for leadership, but 
it will not find leadership in the 
mentality which hopes to oppose 
the jackboot or dictators by ad- 
ministrations of calves foot jelly.” 

Viscount Bennett, former Cana- 
dian prime minister, told the Shef- 
field chamber of commerce that in 
this war the “old spirit has not as- 
serted itself as it has in the past.” 


New Sea Areas 
Reported Mined 


LONDON, March 18.—(CP)—The 
Admiralty issued a warning today 
that all of the Bay of Biscay, except 
for a 20-mile strip along the Span- 
ish coast, and thousands of square 
miles of Atlantic ocean southeast of 
England “are dangerous to ship- 
ping.” 

Such a notice usually would mean 
the defined zone has been mined. 

The new danger zone takes in 
roughly 160,000 square miles. 

The Admiralty said its limits run 
from the French coast just south of 
Brest to a point northwest of Bish- 
op’s Rock off Land's End in Corne 
wall; then roughly west for 240 
miles to a point in the Atlantic; 
south from there for 200 miles; east 
for 200 miles to a point 20 miles off 
the northwest coast of Spain, and 
then back to the French coast, leave 
ing free a 20-mile stretch along the 
Spanish coast.

LIVING COST BONUS 

Included in the estimates is an 
item of $140,414 for payment of a 
cost-of-living bonus to civic em- 
ployees and employees of associated 
boards. At a recent city council 
meeting it was decided to make an 
offer to the employees of payment 
of $2 weekly cost-of-living bonus 
to married employees and single 
employees with dependents and $1 
weekly to unmarried employees. 

A vote is being taken of the em- 
ployees to determine if this offer 
is acceptable and unofficial reports 
of the voting being conducted by 
the civic unions would indicate that 
the city council’s offer will be ac- 
cepted by a wide majority. 

It is estimated that the tax levy 
of 52 mills will produce $2,937,669 
in revenue with $1,115,198 flowing 
from utility profits and taxes paid 
the city by the utilities.

consideration of post-war mental 
and physical adjustment. 

Dr. Schrag addressed a meeting 
of the child welfare division of the 
Edmonton Council of Social Ag- 
encies, in the child welfare clinic 
in the Labor Hall. Retiring chair- 
man, Dr. Mildred Folinsbee Newell, 
presided. 

Dr. Newell, who has been chair- 
man of the group for the past two 
years, resigned because of pressure 
of other work. She was. succeeded 
by Dr. Mary Hunter, who has been 
vice-chairman of the group. 


WOULD SHARE BURDEN 


Dr, Schrag urged that all social 
work agencies, and goveriments 
share the responsibilities in making 
plans for post-war rehabilitation. 
“We must make full use of all the 
resources we can lay our hands on,” 
he said. 

The speaker drew attention to the 
improvement in  psycho-neurotic 
conditions following the outbreak of 
war, declaring that the increased 
tension, and tendency toward dcute 
mental breakdown, following Mun- 
ich, came to an end when war was 
declared.

Fort McMurray Tops All 
North Alberta Loan Drive 
By 482 Per Cent Of Quota 


Subject to a few minor adjustments, the results of the 
recent Victory Loan campaign throughout the 54 rural units 
of northern Alberta were released Wednesday by H. M. E. 
Evans, provincial vice-chairman of the War Finance Com- 
mittee, and in charge of the campaign for the northern half 


of the province. 


The rural units had subscribed 
& gross of $2,741,750, which is 
169.2 per cent of the original 
quota of $1,620,000 and asbout 
70 per cent above the amount 
subscribed during the first Vic- 
tory Loan campaign last June. A 
total of 16,651 citizens purchased 
bonds this year, as compared with 
9,783 last year. 

All ten divisions, into which the 
54 units were divided, exceeded 
their original quotas with two of 
the divisions more than doubling 
the original amounts 

Nine of the 10 divisions exceeded 
their revised objectives and the 
gtoss exceeded by a substantial 
margin the revised gross quota of 
$2,450,000.

Fifty-three of the 54 units exceed- 
ed their original objectives and all 
but 16 reached amounts beyond 
their new quotas. 

Fort McMurray took the honors 
by reaching an amount 482.1 per 
cent of the original quota to earn 
for themselves the record-breaking 
amount of 15 honor pennants.

Children who are busy develop 
ing their social “sides” do very un- 
usual things to gain the attention of 
their playmates. Where we would 
grasp a hand or clap a friend on! 
the back, the child may take the | 
nearest plaything and bring it 
down tellingly on the child's head, 
which gesture says, in effe:’ “Hey 
you! I'm here. Play with ine.” 

Of course, they don't really 
Play together at this age. They 

look at gach other. They run 
around the room pushing each 
other ever, if one happens to get

in the other's way. They take a 
friendly bite out of a nearby arm. 
In fact they treat each other as in- 
animate objects, incapable of feel- 
ings, until they discover, by what 
happens, that the feelings are 
very close to the surface. 

It isn't necessary, sometimes not 
even desirable, for parents to rush 
in to interfere. If children are of 
the same size and strength, they 
can defend themselves ably, And 
what each does to the other child 
is of greater influence on his future 
behavior than anything we could do 
to him. 

Obviously, if his behavior is 
anti-social we tell him so. We ex- 
plain to him that Margaret won't 
play with him if he continues to 
hit her, If he shows further 
threatening behavior we separate 
the children and show each how 
much more desirable it is to play to- 
gether, without hitting or biting, 
than to play all alone. 

If none of these measures works 
there is nothing to do but send the 
little visitor home making certain 
that the young hopeful knows ex- 
actly why she is being sent. 

But, by and large, if one makes 
too much of a to-do over a 
child's natural behavior, he is in- 
spired to repeat it. Few things 
are so thrilling to a young child 
as the loud voices, the agitated 
gestures and the excitement of 
adults. Any behavior which sets 
these going is behavior which will 
be repeated. 


CHILD BEHAVIOR 

So in correcting the child we try 
not to show him how appalled we 
are at his seeming desiré to hurt his 
little companion. We tell ourselves 
that it isn’t a sign of cruelty and 
that he is not being intentionally 
mean. It is just his way of getting 
the other child to look at him and 
acknowledge his importance. That 
his attention-getting methods are 
painful to the other child, is some- 
thing he has to discover by that 
child's own behavior. That helps 
him to avoid their repetition.

Board Program 
Wins Approval 


By a straight government-op- 
position split, following a debate 
in which the opposition declined 
to participate, the legislative 
assembly on Tuesday voted ap- 
proval of the functions of the 
Social Credit Board and “its 
necessity of furthering economic 
and social reform.” 

The resolution was moved and 
spoken to by Alfred Hooke, SC., 
Rocky Mountain, chairman of the 
Social Credit board, who spoke 
for about’ an hour reviewing the 
work of the board and the purpose 
for which it was set up. Seconding 
the motion, R. E. Ansley, S. C., 
Leduc, member of the board, spoke 
briefly, 

Alfred Speakman, Independent 
group leader, said the opposition 
members had expressed themselves 
on the Social Credit Board in three 
previous debates and did not wish 
to “further waste the time of the 
assembly.” The vote was 32 to 17. 


FORCED BY ATTACKS 


Mr. Hooke told the assembly that 
the resolution had been made neces- 
sary because the board and the 
treasury branches had been “the 
main targets of attack” by the op- 
position, Reviewing the work of the 
board, particularly its part in form- 
ing the treasury branch system, he 
said the latter activity had resulted 
in encouragement of the sale of 
Alberta-made goods and stimulation 
of home industry. 

“The benefits of the interim pro- 
gram cannot be accurately com- 
puted,” he said, “because they have 
| given a boost to every aspect of 
our provincial economy.” 
NECESSARY EDUCATION 

He refused, he said, to accept the 
idea that a Social Credit economy 
could not be put into effect in Al- 
berta, but said it was plain that) 
Ottawa would not allow the prov- 
ince to introduce any fundamental | 
reform in accordance with Social 
Credit proposals.

‘Tactical Conclave’ Studies, 
Probes, Revises, Improvises 


To Meet New Conditions 


By KIM BEATTIE 

With the Canadian Army (Overseas):—The changing scenes and 
absorbing interests of the military writer's unittby-unit tour of the 
Canadian Corps, rush upon him in such a close-packed stream that he is 
fortunate to obtain more than a confused medley of martial impres- 
sions, He is lucky if he finishes with better than a shuttling and dis- 
connected procession of random recollections. 4 

But during this winter's (London-dubbed) lullablitz, such a piece- 
meal panoramic of the Canadian Corps was all that could be expected. 
Lieut.-Gen. H. D. G. Crerar, D.S.0., acting Corps Commander, insisted 
that the lessons of last autumn’s large-scale manoeuvres should be in- 


corporated into each unit's training with despatch. 


Further, when 


weather and other factors shut down on great field exercises, General 
McNaughton sent the Canadian Corps “back to school”; and General 
Crerar, who took over at the first of the year, shortly ordered that 


this new instructional knowledge and tactical training should be in- . 


atilled and drilled with relentiess urgency. The Canadian Corps is on 
the edge of another “invasion season.” 

The result was intensive training, hardening and tightening, by 
units, It was possible to criticize or admire the mold or finish of a 
single cog, but difficult to discover the marvel precision and power in 


the whole, intricate machine. 
COMPLEX BUT 
SINGLE ENTITY 

But in the midst of this scat- 
tered, if ceaseless, preparation, I 
encountered my most indelible 
experience of all the host of them 
that grip the visitor to the home 
of the Canadian Corps. For near- 
ly a week I sat well back and 
observed the Canadian fighting 
machine in its true, revealing 
perspective—saw it as the im- 
mensely powerful and complex, 
but single, entity which it is. 

Over @ period of five of the 
most fascinating and informative 
days experienced in two wars, I 
discovered how the Canadian 
Corps works. I saw what makes 
it tick, together and apart, saw 
who directs its large and small 
cogs, and what manner of men 
they are. I envisioned it muster- 
ed in detail, and assembled to 
strike. I saw how close-knit con- 
trol keeps the cogs clicking in 
unison, watched pre-battle plan- 
ning for small operations and 
learned how the compact whole 
will move and fight in the full 
might of disciplined, cohesive 
strength and unshakable single- 
ness of purpose. 

During these memorable days 
the complete galaxy of Canadian 
action commanders and “G” 
(Operations) staff officers — the 
“fighting’ leaders—were assem- 
bled together, ranged around a 
great amphitheatre, and earnestly 
preoccupied with a probing re- 
view of Canadian Corps tactics, 
COMMANDERS AROUND 
SAND TABLE 

In the pit below them was a 
giant sand-table. On it the field 
and staff officers of each of the 
fighting arms and ancillary ser- 
vices in turn, staged minor opera- 
tions and major engagements, 
and explained how they intended 
te fight—support, feint, deploy, 
withdraw, assault, co-operate—on 
the battlefield. For five days the 
Canadian tacticians who will de- 
fend ground, raid, harass, or as- 
sault the Wehrmacht in gigantic 
lunges, demonstrated their skill, 
drew on their store of modern 
speed-tactics, and of the fighting 
lore of the great tacticians of the 
past. 

And always that formidable ar- 
ray ef grim battle-commanders 
and their staff officers stared 
down from their tiered seats, 
sternly weighed the disposition 
and movement of troops, tanks, 
guns, supports, ammunition and 
supplies. 

I would like to impress just 
what that meant. No staff college 
ever saw anything like it, For it 
meant that groups of Canada’s 
actual fighting captains and their 
ataffs, one battle headquarters af- 
ter another, offered up their per- 
sore] tactical concepts and favor- 
ile private doctrines of war for 
judgment. Not before the enemy 
it ig true, but before the most 
bluntly critical and ruthlessly 
discerning audience on God's war- 
ring earth—the entire magnificent 
roll of key fighting men of the 
Canadian Corps. Of the seniors, 
only General McNaughton, now 
in Canada on an important mis- 
sion, was missing. 

CONCLAVE OF TACTICIANS 

The remarkable conclave of 
tacticians was not only unique 
because it was the first time for 
the historical record that all the 
action-leaders, and their staffs of 
the Canadian Corps had come to- 
gether under one roof. It was 
one of the most morally courag- 
eous scenes we have ever witness- 
ed, The Canadian officer ig con- 
fident and sure, but I imagine 
that some of the brigade, bat- 
talion and battery commanders, 
and “G”" officers, would 
have preferred facing the most 
vaunted Nazi formations on the 
dds, to displaying 
their graop of modern armosed

field, at long 


tactics and ancient fighting fun- 
damentals—or their lack of it-- 
before such a hard and relentless 
gallery. 

This complete willingness to 
bring out private theories and 
personal practices for approval, or 
for criticism and condemnation, 
was unforgettably impressive in 
what it revealed. It disclosed 
how clearly the men who may 
well hold the fate of the British 
Isles in their hands have recog- 
nized their terrible responsibility. 
It also disclosed their anxious 
sense of responsibility to the men 
they command. Running through 
the entire series of battle rehear- 
sals was an almost tangible feel- 
ing of life-or-death seriousness in 
each move and decision on the 
battlefield chessboard. 

LEAVE NOTHING TO CHANCE 

The indomitable assembly was 
unanimously determined to leave 
nothing to chance, to leave noth- 
ing for action and casualties to 
prove—not even if their pet the- 
ories were publicly shattered and 
scorned. They wanted to clear 
the air and sweep the deck’ for 
action. And they did! They 
frankly confessed their lacks and 
misunderstandings, and asked for 
help. And got it. They sought 
clear perceptions and _ certain 
knowledge of every cog in their 
fighting machine before Hitler 
could mount a spring invasion. 
And they have it. 

Presiding over the muster of 
the best brains and military skill 
serving in England with the Ca- 
nadian Corps, was Canada’s 
Lieut.-Gen. H. D. G. Crerar. Be- 
side him was Britain's Lieut.-Gen, 
D. L. Montgomery, G.O.C., a Brit- 
ish Command. Both senior gen- 
erals gave their personal com- 
ment and decrees at the con- 
clusion of each tactical set, with 
the Canadian quick to dismiss the 
ethereal and hold discussion to 
the hard facts of how the Corps 
will fight from the first “Stand- 
to” to the final decision,

keen, deeply interested, and at 
the close sincerely emphatic with 
congratulations for the skill ex- 
hibited, gave advice and counsel 
from past and current campaigns, 
and the viewpoints and practices 
of the British Army. General 
Crerar, clear, logical, always con- 
structive, and given to observa- 
tions striking in their discernment 
and scope, debated tactics and 
decisively agreed or disagreed 
with his major-generals, briga- 
diers, colonels and lieutenant- 
colonels without reserve or dis- 
tinction. 

That was the prevailing mood 
of the 10 morning and afternoon 
tactical sessions. It was all done 
in high good humor, but if words 
were impersonal they were 
neither minced nor wasted. Dis- 
passionate critics disregarded 
rank and reputation, and were 
unawed by crossed swords and 
batons. The senior field and staff 
officers of the Canadian Corps 
theoretically took their hair down, 
and literally their coats off to 
thresh out tactical theory, meth- 
od and practice. 

It was an historic free-for-all of 
criticism. Everyone enthusiastic- 
ally picked everyone else's brains. 
They winnowed the chaff, flailed 
out flaws, ruthlessly banished, 
bolstered and strengthened, tested 
and tightened, discarded and 
adopted, changed and explored. 
Important and secrei things were

inevitably bared, but it was ree 
vealing to note how little finish- 
ing there was actually to be done 
in the set-up and smooth-work- 
ing of the Canadian fighting 
structure. 


OPINIONS WERE BLUNT 

Every criticism was construc- 
tive. When a doctrine was rid- 
dled, the answer was produced. 
When unorthodox ideas were held 
too impracticable, the theorist 
was given sound reason. If a 
commander of field artillery, of 
Bofors or anti-tank guns did not 
like his assigned job, or the site 
of it, he tersely said so, and why. 
If too much or too little was left 
to the 2” mortars, the Bren guns, 
the infantry bayonets and Tom- 
my guns, the men who lead them 
made their protest with clipped 
phrases. 

The general atmosphere is con- 
jurable if you envision a well- 
known tank brigadier giving 
tongue. When discussion time 
came, and tanks were in the bat- 
tle-plan, he rose, unrolled his 
muffler, shed his British warm, 
and in typical stance—hands on 
hips and grizzled head pugnaci- 
ously forward—proceeded to loose 
his opinions. When he thought 
that the infantry neglected the 
and weight of his tank 
brigade, those op.nions were 
blunt. When the tacticians seem- 
ed to him to have erected a puny 
defence against oncoming pan- 
zers, they were blunter. 

Bludgeons of common sense 
came from officers who were not 
particularly known as keen tank 
men; though the Canadians have 
had to concentrate on a defence 
against a horde from the sky they 
disclosed their assault-mindedness 
in their grasp of armored tactics, 
There was a remarkable combina- 
tion of intimate knowledge of 
both, of armored-infantry and in- 
fantry-guerrilla fighting.

problems. Wit and pungent hu- 
mor eased the sting when a bat-

Methods of obtaining fast artile 
lery and bomber support were 
revealed to warm a last-war 
footslogger’s heart. Always, the 
emphasis was on speed, on cutting 
time lag. 
ed signal arteries were held in- 
dispensable, 

Finally, one feature stood out 
like a beacon, Beyond, the last, 


lingering doubt, the Canadian

TACTICAL INNOVATIONS 
WELCOME 

No rutted mind which had mis- 
taken stubborn adherence to ob- 


solete doctrines for firm charae- 
ter, could have stood the gaff of 
‘hat barvage of criticism. No 


Inevitably, tightly keys . 


Brass Hat of the unytelding type 
which has been 80 much, and of- 
ten so justly, condemned in re- 
cent years, could have stomached 
that flood of unorthodox but 
sound suggestion. The Canadians 
undubitably hold that no tactic is 
unbendable, that any device, ruse, 
stratagem or innovation is worth 
exploring—and may be used by 
the enemy. They don't under- 
estimate his resource. 

To the writer the gathering was 
a tremendous experience. It 
would have been to anyone, just 
as it must have been to the tac- 
ticians themselves, 

You could travel from one end 
of the Canadian defence position 
in the British Isles to the other, 
as I have done, without being 


struck by the iron-fibre that these . 


fighting leaders and battle direc- 
tors actually constitute in the 
make-up of the Corps. You could 
watch their units reacting to their 
personality and drive, as well as 
their orders, but you might still 
fail to assess the true wealth-at- 
arms we possess in these skilled, 
hard-headed, resolute men. 
YOUNG BRIGADIERS 

AND COLONELS 

But you saw it in this pictur- 
@sque mass-study of tactics. Here 
were new armored troopers and 
hard-tried soldiers of the trench- 
locked war. Here were scarred, 
war-wise infantry brigadiers and 
colonels, wearing gallantry med- 
als and orders of chivalry. Here 
was a lean divisional commander 
with the old rose of the Victoria 
Cross on his battle-dress, and 
here another major-general with 
both the commissioned and non- 
commissioned soldier’s honor dec- 
orations. Here were assault- 
trained engineers of Canal du 
Nord; supply column commanders 
from Vimy’s plank road; old full- 
er-phone signallers of Ypres’ 
cable trenches, turned radio ex- 
Ponents; and gunners of Valen- 
ciennes, greatest of all Canadian 
artillery shows. 

And thickly sprinkled through 
the iron-gray and resolute pur- 
pose of experience, were many 
trim, alert brigadiers and colon- 
els—so young they almost startled 
-to provide the grand leavening 
of resilience and imagination with 
the wary and the battle-proven. 

Watching them I acquired an 
exultant sort of confidence. For 
there will be cold efficiency amid 
tumult and confusion. ,Here were 
men who will be impervious to 
panic, unawed by sct-back and 
seeming defeat. Here will be 
clarity and decision and sureness. 
There will be no incredible blun- 
dering into chaos and fantastie 
blundering out again with such 
staffing and leading. 


REHEARSAL FOR ACTION 
The martial scene was even 
more impressive through the rea- 
lization that the actors will re- 
enact on the battlefield the very 
roles I watched.  Battle-plans 
were mounted by the same offi- 
cers who may fight that actual 
battle on that identical battlesite. 
Some of the sand-contours repre- 
sented key Canadian positions in 
the British Isles. It was like 
watching afar off while the Cana- 
dian Corps defended Britain 
against 4n invading Nazi horde. 
There is little doubt but that 
the momentous tactical confer-

EXPECT BIG SALES 

Land sales during 1942 are ex- 
pected to amount to $126,000, com- 
pared with $128,316.92, and revenue 
from the engineer's department to 
be $119,250 compared with $115,583.- 
30 Jast year. Revenue from the 
police department for 1942 is esti- 
mated at $13,400, compared with an 
actual revenue last year of $14,470,, 
and from the market building $14,- 
000, against $13,565.16 in 1941 

Revenue this year from the 
building inspector's department 
is estimated at $14,000 compared 
with $18,086.27 actually collected 
last year, and from the license de- 
partment $72,000 compared with 
$72,292.35 garnered by this de- 
Partment in 1941. 

The gas franchise revenue this 
year js expected to be $3,062.70 
below that of first year when 
$61,062.70 was paid the city by the 
gas company. The provincial gov- 
ernment’s contribution of $30,000 
in lieu of service tax remains at 
$30,000. 

On revenue and expenditure ac- 
count the budget ‘is designed to 
show a surplus of $583, the total ex- 
penditures being $4,841,559 com- 
pared with $4,482,142 anticipated 
revenue. 


REVENUE DECREASES 

Departmental estimates, exclud- 
ing the utilities, total $1,399,245 
compared with $1,358,733 in 1941, an 
increase of $45,000, while revenue 
has decreased approximately 
$10,000, leaving an increase in ad- 
ministration costs of approximately 
$50,000. 

In a supplementary estimate ac- 
count it is proposed to spend this 
year from utility reserves $835,185 
on improvements, extension and 
renovation of the utilities. During 
1942 it is proposed to set aside 
$649,300 from utility revenue in the 
reserve accounts, which with the 
$553,973 carried forward from last 
year will leave available in these 
accounts $1,203,273. A credit bal- 
ance of $368,088 will be carried 
forward to 1943, it is estimated.

In the electric light and power 


department it is proposed to spend 
$57,036 Of this amount $6,000 will

lighting; $30,536 for underground 
ducts north to 99 avenue, and

south of Jasper avenue. An amount 
of $7,500 will be spent on meters 
and other equipment. 

It is proposed to spend this year 
at the power plant $327,485 for new 
equipment and the installation of 
boilers and turbines. Of the amount 
$118,206 will be a payment on boil- 
ers, $63,000 a payment on the tur- 
bines, $101,279 cost of installing 
auxiliaries and $45 for a clear water 
basin, 

PHONE EXTENSIONS 

Expenditures in the telephone 
department this year will total 
$222,714. They include $35,000 for 
a new 400 line extension to the! 
west exchange; $56,400 for a 700) 
line extension to the main ex-| 
change, $30,614 for a 500 tine ex- 
tension to the north exchange and 
$36,270 for a similar extension to 
the south exchange. 

Material for this work has been 
on order for a considerable time, 
and recently that for the west ex- 
change was received here. It is 
proposed to spend $24,000 for un- 
derground cable installation and 
$40,000 for subscribers’ station 
equipment. The latter sum is be- 
ing spent on capital account, 

In the waterworks department it 
is proposed to spend $78,000 with 
the chief expenditure $40,000 be- 
ing made on renewal of wood and 
steel galvanized iron mains. Un- 
der new construction $9,000 will be 
spent on small mains extension, 
and $15,000 on service construction. 


BUY THREE BUSSES 

Expenditure of $136,000 for the 
purchase of new equipment, street 
car and equipment rehabilitation 
accounts for the major portion of 
the $150,000 to be spent in the 
street railway department. Three 
Leyland trolley busses are being 
purchased at a total cost of $51,000, 
and $50,000 is set aside to provide 
transportation facilities for the Air 
Craft Repair Depot.

GENERAL INCREASES 

Practically all civic departments 
show increases in proposed expendi- 
tures over the 1941 figure. Chief 
increases are: Engineer’se depart- 
ment, $20,000; police department, 
$6,000; fire department, $5,000. and 
the civic relief department $5,000. 

Departments in which decreased 
expenditures are recorded are: Chil- 


dren's shelter, civic employment 
bureau; Exhibition Grounds and 
Borden Park; engineer's damage 
claims. 


Unemployment relief costs are set 
at $40,000 lower than in 1941 when 
the actual cost to the city was $89,- 
606.16. This year it is estimated that 
unemployment relief will cost ap- 
proximately $49.100. Hospital grants 
and donations show an increase of 
$2,000 approximately, it being re- 
commended by the commissioners 
that $55,120 be given under this

Hanson Demands 
Investigation 
Wheat Handling 


OTTAWA, March 18—(CP)— 
Conservative House Leader Han- 
son, expressing belief large 
amounts were being paid to in- 
dividuals who did nothing or 
next to nothing to earn the money, 
on Tuesday told the house. of 
commons that Canadian Wheat 
Board officials should be called 
before the house agriculture com- 
mittee. 


Mr. Hanson said he wa@s not. pre- 
pared to let a government bill in- 
creasing the initial wheat price go 
through until an opportunity of ex- 
amining board officials had been 
given. The bill has the effect of 
increasing the initial payment from 
70 cents to 90 cents a bushel, Basis 
No. 1 Northern at Fort William, 


AMENDMENT REJECTED 

The Conservative house leader 
said his party would support a 
C.C.F. amendment urging the ini- 
tial price be $1 a bushel and that 
“parity prices” be paid for agricul- 
tural products., This amendment 
was finally rejected by a vote of 
125 to 44. 

After protesting that the board 
had been given new, wide powers 
by order-in-council while parlia- 
ment was in session, Mr. Hanson 
said he had examined wheat board 
reports and wished to know what 
certain items meant. 

“I have reason to believe that 
the Canadian wheat board, with 
the knowledge and consent of the 
goverMment, is dispensing very 
large amounts of compensation to 
those who, partly because of the 
war and partly because of the 
wheat board's operations, are de- 
prived of opportunities to carn 
brokerage charges in normal | 
open-market trading and that 
large annual amounts are paid 
to individuals who do nothing or 
next to nothing to earn them,” 
Mr. Hanson sald. 

Victor Quelch (N.D. Acadia) said 
he regretted the majority of West- 
ern Liberal members seemed to feel 
they were obliged to vote against 
$1 wheat for political reasons. 


Canada should glory in being able 
to build up wheat reserves, ald 
there was an obligation on the 
government to see that the wheat 
farmer who had helped to build up 
the wheat surplus received a “parity 
price.” 

Mr. Quelch said that if the gov- 
ernment were really in favor of a 
crop insurance system it would 
overcome any constitutional diffi- 
culty and co-operate with the pro- 
vinces in getting the necessary 
amendments through. He said the 
prairie farm assistance act organ- 
ization had “bogged down” in Al- 
berta and antagonism had grown 
up between inspectors and farmers 
where co-operation should have 
existed, 


Criticizing the wheat board’s op- 


erations, Mr. Hanson said: 

“Let me emphasize this feature of 
the present board’s modus operandi: 
Let us assume that the farmer has 
sold a quantity of wheat to the 
board's agent, the country elevator, 
in September, 1939. On the same 
day as the board sold that wheat, it 
bought it back from the supposed 
merchaudiser—bought it back for 
delivery to the board in December. 
At this point three commissions 
have been paid: the first to tie 
elevator man by the farmer, a sec- 
ond when the board makes the sale, 
and a third when it buys it back.
